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1, Kaunas airfield is located on a hill south of Kaunas (5L/55N = 23/55E), 
near a bridge over the Nemunas (Memel) River and a cable-railway, which 
starts about 200 meters south of the bridge and ends about 100 meters 
from the northern perimeter of the fiele. The circular field had an. 
asphalt road avout 6 neters wide around it. To damaged hangars, which 
vere being salvaged by a building firm, were Locatec 200 meters west of 
the end of the cable-railway. From 25 to 30 one-and two-family houses 
quartering Soviet officers and their depencents were Lecated on the outcr 
gice of the cirewlar road, east of the enc of the cable-railway. The officers 
and solciers observed vere brow uniforms amd epaulets with light-blue 
borders mounting crosred-propeller insignia. The field had a firm grass 
cover, * 


2, Cargo-carrying gliders towed by twin-engine aireraft,referred to as Douglas 
planes,approached the fiold daily. The gliders were semi high-wing mono= 
planes with a slight sweepback, wide wings, tapering towards the rounded-+ 
off tips, the trailing edges of the wings form a right angle with the fuselage. 
Tie wings cid not have a dihedral. Tt had a simple tail assembly not project 
ing beyond the rear end of the plane, a landing gear fixed ta the fuselage, 

a uose wheel and a tail spur, the wheels of the landing gear being not less 
than lL meter in diameter. + After being released at an altitude of about 
300 meters over the ficid and circling two or three times, the rlLiders 
Landed indivridually at intervals of seven or eight minutes. Usually, landing 
runs did not exceed 200 meters. The twin-encine aircraft landed after the 
sliders, After Landing, the eliders were unloaded anc towed from the rear 
by a tractor. Their cargoes vere hauled away. They consisted of one cubic 
meter boxes viich had to be carried by six ren. No cranes were available. 
Taleeoffs vere cade in groups of up to 70 planes towing gliders. The planes 
flew in the diredtion fron where they had come. No other aircraft types 
were observed at the field, :
